N the Monday night (after ſhe fell 
ſick) was a night of great temp- 
tation to her, who lay under the 
violent aflaulting hand of Satan 

for four hours together ; the next morning 
the-related her Condition to a Friend which | 
came to ſee her. When after her Friend | 
had asked her how it was with her, She 
replied in theſe words, 7 remember what | 
my Paſtor ſaid once, That when Satan is ||

ſhe-) he hath been buſy with me this Night. 
After ſhe had thus faid, ſhe related what 
her temptations had been the Night before ; |

that all her endeavour would be but loſt la-F 
bour at; laſt. Unto whom the replied, O|

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thou Coward, that knoweſt I am a weak Wo- 
man, weak in Body, and weak. in Faith; if 
thu haſt any thing to lay to my Charge, get 
thee gone, go to the Lyon of the Tribe of Ju- 
dal, he will plead my Cauſe for me ; if there 
be not Mercy enourh in God, if there be not 
Merit enough in the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, if 
there be not worth enough in bis Righteouſ- 
weſs, nwr Grace envugh in his Santtification, to 
preſent me Spotleſs in the Fathers fight, then 
will I periſh at thy Feet ; there will I hal, 
there will I cling. And when ( ſaid ſhe) 7 
had thus anſwered him , he ſlunk away like a 
Coward. Suddenly after this, ſhe thought 
there came into her Preſence another Com- 
pany of the ſame Gang, leaping and skip- 
ping too and fro before her, dreſt up in an 
antick Dreſs. 

NOW you muſt note, That the Diſtemper 
of her Body occaſioned her Face to ſwell 
very much, only one of her Eyes ſhe could 
open fully, but the other Eye.almoſt cloſed 
up ; and ſhe obſerved that one of theſe little 
Devils came near to her, with its Face 
{well'd like hers, winking with one Eye, as 
it was with her, and as ſthe conceived in a 
way of mockery of her; but ſhe reſolutely 
ſlighted them, telling them that their Head 
was vanquiſhed, and for their. parts, ſhe 
| would 
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would not trouble her ſelf about them, and 
in contempt of them, ſhe turned her ſelf 
about towards the other ſide of the Bed, 
with her Face toward the Wall.

AFTER theſe things were over, he 
Comfort began to flow in like a River upon 
her, in ſuch a meaſure, as ſerved to refreſh 


others, as well as her elf.

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-ON a time, as her helpers were turning 
her in the Bed, ſhe uttered this Paſſage to 
them : My Bed is eaſy; God maketh my Bed

A T another time, ſhe uttered theſe 
words, (viz.) His Red and his Staff doth 
comfort me. 

AT another time, to a Perſon that ſtood 
by her, ſhe ſpake thus, ( viz. ) Tou muii 
come to Jeſus Chriſt as I have done, all na+ 
ked; a vile Sinner , empty and bare , only as 
a. poor Snner. 

HERE the Reader may Note, That on 
the Monday night, a Week paſt, which was 
about the time that ſhe had that ſore Con- 
teſt with the Devil, ſhe ſaw a Veſſel in or- 
der to a Sacrament, preſented to her ; and 
ſhe thought ſhe ſaw many taking thereof, 
which made her glad to ſee it. 

AND ſhe faid, Thar ſhe had a deſire to 
partake of it her ſelf ; but the thought thar 
ſhe heard a Voice, faying, That this is not for 
lazy Sinners, and that ſhe was one of them. | 
So that on the Wedneſday night following, 
the had her defire in full, with reſpe to

IT was obſerved that all along in the latter} 
part of her ſickneſs, that ſhe was very care» | 
ful not to take either Food or Phyſick, but | 
with a defire that it might agree with Gods | 
allowance; looking upon her inclination to 
it,or dif-treedom to take it, to be given herf 
in.from the Lord. | 
ON 
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ON atime, having a Friend of hers with 
her, at which time the calling for ſome- 
thing to take into her Body; and percei- 
ving ſome unwillingneſs in her attendants 
to give it her at that time; ſhe would fay, 
Good Couſin, ( which was the aforeſaid 
Friend, Wiuci: was with her ) this muff be 
done, I have prayed to God twice for it, and 
it is given into me, that this muit be done, 
and it will do me good. 

AND there are which will affirm it, 
who have ſeveral times obſerved it, that 
when ſhe hath faid ſo, the means which ſhe 
hath taken, would certainly have a moſt 
beneficial Effet upon her.

_y No Sir, I muſt tell you, that you 
ave dealt very faithfully with our Souls, and

in the Eyes of the Country round about. 

AT another time, her Paſtor came-to 
her, and asked how it was with her 2 To 
whom ſhe replied, What would you have. me 
to ſay?

The oc- 
caſion of theſe words, - aroſe from the Di- 
vine Intelligence which the Godhead of 
Chriſt gave to his Manhood, of the death 
of Lazarus, Brother to Mary Magdellen, who 
deceaſed in the Town of Bethany, verſe the 
firſt. 

WHICH Intelligence our Saviour commu- 
nicated to his Diſciples in the words of the 
Text, but in a dark and ambiguous manner, 
Our friend Lazarus ſleepeth. Which doubt- 
. ful expreſſion occaſioned from his Diſciples 
this reply, Yerſe 12. Then ſaid his Diſciples, 
Lord, if he ſleep, he ſhall do well. For fo in- 
deed natural. ſleep is a great mercy to-a la- 
bouring or travelling Man, or to one _

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the viſiting hand of God, in Feveriſh or 
Conſumptive diſtempers ;..now it's. moſt 
probable that'inthis ſenſe*the Diſciples un-" 
derſtood the words of their Maſter, as verſe

7 HAT' tho Chrift may ſuffer his 
People to lye in the Dark as to ſome things, 
and ſome Truths for a while, yet in his 
time he will reveal it more plainly to them, 
The Diſciples of Chriſt were #5 ignorant of 
moſt of the Truths of the Goſpel, and My- 
ſteries of Salvation, as they were of what , 
our Saviour meamralvur rhe ſleep of Laza- 
rus : But in his good time he as plainly un- 
folds the Myſteries of the Kingdom of God 
'to them, as he did the myſtery of Lazarus 
ſleep, As 1. 3. Light is ſown for the righte- 
ous, and gtadueſs for the upright in heart. 
Not only the light of Proſperity, but the 
light of Knowledg; and as it hath its ſeeding, 
ſoin Chriſt's time it ſhall have its ſpringing 
ſeaſon, 
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ſeaſon. The path of the juſt ſhineth more and 
more unto the perfett day, Col. 2. 3. It's true, 
that in Chriſt are hid all the: treaſures of 
wiſdom and knowledg ; and it's in Chrift 
for believers, John x. 16. but he will give it 
down to them as he ſees his time. Chriſt had 
many things to ſay to his Diſciples, but they 
could not bear them at that time. Burt let 
this be the comfort of every ſincere Chriſti- 
an, That firſt or laſt Chriſt will open the 
treaſures of light and knowledg, to thee, 
only be often putting up that Prayer for thy 
ſelf, which Pau! put up for the Ephefrans, 
Epheſ. 1. 16, 17,18, 19. and doubt not of a 
good Itlue. 

AND ſo we come to the words themſelves, 
in which you have theſe three things: x.The 
Perſon ſpeaking. 2. The Perſon ſpoken of: 
3. The Words ſpoken. | 

1. YOU have the Perſon ſpeaking, and 
that was Jeſus Chriſt. 2. You have the'Per- | 
ſon ſpoken of, and that was Lazarus.

have theſe two things in them ; firft, A ma- 
nifeſtation of the relation that there was be- 
twixt Chriſt, the Diſciples, and Lazargs ;

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FROM hence we may obſerve by the way, 
DodR.7 HAT thoſe who are friends to Chriſt, 

are friends alſo to his People. Lazarus was 
Ciriſt's Friend , therefore Chriſt tells his 
Diſciples that he was their Friend ; Lazarus 
cur friend ſleepeth. And then, if only thoſe 
which. are friends to Chriſt are friends to his 
people, then thoſe which are not friends to 
che people of Chriſt, will never prove them- 
ſelves friends. to Jeſus Chriſt. There is a 
reciprocal reſpedt in the relation ; To love 
Chriſt, is to love his, people, and to love the 
people of Chriſt, is to love Chriſt ; becauſe 
Chriſt and his people are one. 

2." THE ſecond thing contained in the 
words of the Text, is this ; namely, the qua- 
ligcation of the perſon ſpoken of : That is 
underſtood, tho not expreſt ; namely, That 
he.was a good Man ; for he was the Friend 
of:;Chriſt. Lazarus our friend is dead. From 
hence alſo we may obſerve by the way, 

Dot. THAT none but godly, gracioas men, 
are indeed the friends of Chriſt.. Chriſt hath 
.many pretended Friends in the World ; but 
for. his real Friends, we may fay of them in 
our day , as Solomon ſpake of a vertuous 
Woman in his day, One of a thouſand of ſuch 
can we not find, Many that will ſerve Chrilt 

«1 long as they may. ſerve themſelves in fer- 


ving- | 
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ving of him ; but when an impoveriſhed 
Chriſt comes to live upon them, they will 
quickly give him cauſe to fay, That ſuch 
friends were never true to them that tryſted 
them. And as for ungodly men, they are 
not friends,but enemies to Jeſus Chriſt ;'they, . 
are enemies to. his Perſon, to his Offices, 
to. his Laws, to his Goſpel, to his Mini es, 
to his People. Col. r, 21. Tou that were ſome» 
times alienated, and enemies in your mind by 
wicked works. © 

; IT's only the Godly and Gracious which 
are the real Friends of Chriſt ; where there 
is no reconciliation, there' can he nafriend- 
ſhip, Now. it's only Grace-which.can recon- 
cile the heart to Chriſt; and none but godly 
men have. true Grace: Therefore none but” 
{uch can be rcal Friends to Chriſt, 4braham

7 HAT good men muſt dye as well as 
bad men; This you have in the Text : Y ou ſee 
that. Lazarus was a good Man, a declared 
Friend of Chriſt ; yet neither his goodneſs 
- before Chriſt, nor his relation 'to Chriſt, 

could, priviledg from Death. We read of 
Abraham the friend of God; we read of 7/aac, 
Jacob, Moſes, Samuel, David, Solomon, He- 
zekiah, Joftah, all eminent men' for parts 
and piety, yet nothing of. all this would 
ſecure them from the ſtroke of death. The 
Prophets where are they, do they live for 
ever? In a word, faith David, Pſalm 49. 7,8. 
No man, by any means, can redeeem his bro- 
ther, nor give God a ranſome for him: For 
the redemption of their ſouls is precious, and 
zt ceaſeth for ever. For ſaith Paul, 1t is ap- 
pointed wnto all men once tþ dye, and after 
that to judgment. 

2. WE next come to ſhew you what Death 
is: Death is the diflolving of the Union 

| that's 
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that's betwixt two Beings ; or it is the ſe- 
paration of the Soul and Body each from ©- 
ther : Two near Friends that were knit to- 
gether in the Womb; but now divided a- 
{under under the Tomb. 

THERE is a threefold Death; A death ſpi- 
ritual, a death eternal, and a death tempo- 
ral or corporal. 

FIRST of all, There is a death ſpiritual,or 
a ſpiritual death ; which is the diſſolving of. 
that bleſſed Union that was betwixt God and 
Man in Paradice; for as the foul 1s united 
to the body of a Man, ſo was God united 
to. the ſoul and body of a Man, tho not in 
fo corporal, but in 8 myſtical mannner : 
And as the body dies when the ſoul (which 
maintains the life of ic ) 'is gone, 1n like 
manner did our fouls dye to all ſpiritual life 
when God was gone. Mark the Apoltle's 
words, in Eoteſ” 2. 1. Tou hath he quickned 
who were dead in ireſpaſſes and fins. We 
ceaſed to live the Life of God, ever ſince that 
happy union was broken betwixt us and 
God, Pſalm 49. 12. 

2. 7 HERE is an Eternal death, which 1s 
that ſtate every graceleſs man and woman 
( living and dying ſo) is appointed unto 
aſter this Life of Nature isat an end. And 
what that ſtate is, you may read in theſe 
following Scriptures, Matt. 8. 11, 12. / ſay

aud from the 8 , and ſhall fit down with 
Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob, in the kingdow of 
God ; But the children of the kingdom ſhall 
be caſt out = utter darkneſs, where ſhall be 
weeping and gnaſhing of teeth, Pal. g. x7.

Reaſ. x. BECAUSE of Gods determi- 
nation, he hath decreed and appointed it 
to be ſo; Heb. g. 27. It i appointed once for 
all men to dye. Now there is no withſtand-- | 
ing of a decree of God ; Numb. 23. 19. God 
is not a man that he ſhould Iye, nor the ſon of 
a man that he ſhould repent : Hath he ſaid it, 
and ſhall he not do it > or hatlghe ſpoken it, 
and ſhall he not make it good > You may as 
* well turn the Winds out of their points, the 
Tide out of its courſe, the Moon out of her } 
place, or ſtopthe Sun in its race, as to hin- 
der the execution of the leaſt decree of God ; 
therefore none ever yet could ſtop or prevent 
his own departure hence, 

THO Chriſt himſelf, as God, could 
have prevented his own death, John 10.

he could not avoid it. 

HENCE faith the Apoſtles, 4s 4.27, 
28. For of a truth againſt thy holy child Jeſus 
whom thou haſt anointed, both Herod and Pon- 
tius Pilate with the Gentiles, with the people of 
Iſrael, were gathered together, for to do what- 
ſoevet thy hand and thy counſel determined 
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before to be done. . Now if the determina- 
tion of God brings Chriſt to the Grave,much 
more will it bring other good men to the 
Grave alſo. 

Reaf. 2..TT's fo, Becauſe good Men have 
ſinned, and thereby deſerved this ſtroke of 
Death, as well as bad Men, Rom.

fore, in as much as a ripping time will come, 
let us labour what we can, to unglue our 
ſelves from every heart-endearment below 
God.. Oh, remember your Husbands will 
dye, your Wives muſt dye, Parents and 
Children muſt dye, and you muſt dye; 
therefore labour to dye to them all firſt, 
and let it be your great care to live to God ;

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x. Rule. GE T your ſelves well hous'd, 
and harboured in Jeſus Chriſt the true Ark 
indeed, before this Flood of Death comes 
upon you. Oh, how ſweetly did Noah ſing 
in his Ark, when the Flood of DeſtruQtion 
was upon the face of the whole Earth! Oh, 
ſo will it only be with thoſe who only are 
in Chrift, when the Flood of Death draws 
nigh to their Souls. Oh, how ſweetly will 
they ſing then, x Cor. 15. 54, 55, 56, 57- 0 
Death, where is thy ſting 2 O Grave, where ts | 
thy Viftory > The ſting of death is fin, and the 
ſtrength of fin is the Law. But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the wittory through our Lord 
Feſus Chrif?. It will be the ſaddeſt Providence 
. that ever thou metteſt with in all thy lite, 

ſhould thy body be laid into the grave, before 
thy Soul by Faith is well incorporated into 
Chriſt. He that hath no Union with Chriſt, 
is dead while he lives; and to ſeea Man dy- 
ing before he began to live, this is one of 
the ſaddeſt objedts under Heaven. 

Rute 2. IF you would prepare for Death, 
ſee to it, that the work of regeneration be +:

5. Not by works of righteouſneſs which we have 
done, but according to his mercy he ſaved us, 
by the waſhing of regeneration, aud renewing ..

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35e Holy Ghoſt. The neceſſarineſs of this Work you 
may perceive by our Saviours words to Nicodems, 
z John 3. 3. And Feſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Verilygoerily,l ſay unto theeyexcept a man be born again, 
be cannot ſee the Kingdom of God. There be ſome 
that will te!l you a fine Story of Regeneration, that 
it Ties in an aſſent of Faith given to the truths of the 
Goſpel, with an obedient walking to the Rules of 
the ſame. Whar is this Notion, but a mere Cheat 
putupon your Sovls? for this differs as far from 
Regeneration, as Lead differs from Silver, or Braſs 
difters from, Gold. For this ſtrange Notion of 
Regeneration, ſuppoſeth three thirigs : 

1: THAT man by Nature can diſcern the things 
of God, or elſe ro what purpoſe do theſe men talk 
of revealing Goſpel-truths to the minds of men?bur 
this is expreſly againſt the word, 1 Cor. 2.14. But 
the natural man receiveth not the things of God, for 
they are fooliſhneſs unto bim; neither can be know them, / 
becauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned. 

2. [T ſuppoſeth, Thar every man hath true Faith 
in ſome degree or other, or elſe to what purpoſe do 
theſe men ralk of mens giving an aſſent of Faith to 
the Divine Truths of the Goſpel? but this is as groſs 
as the other, if Paul may be believed, 2 Theſ.3.2. 
That we may be delivered from unreaſonable men, for 
all men have not faith, 

3. IT ſuppoſeth that all men by nature have 
Power to obey the Goſpel, if they pleaſe 3 or elſe 
why do the men of this Notion talk as they do, of 
mens living in obedience to the Rules of the Goſpel? 
but this is as foreign and wide from the Scripture, 

as any of the former,if Pau may be believed by an 
Arminian, Rom. 8.7. Becauſe the carnal mind is eoniey 
aint God; for it is not ſubjetF ro rhe Law of God, 
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weitber indeed can be. Sothat unleſs a man have new 
Eyes put into his Head, and a new Faith pur into 
his beart, and anew Will put into his Soul, it is 
wholly Impoſſible that men ſhould: eicher ſee, be- 
lieve or obey the Goſpel to the Salvation of their 
Souls ; but Regeneration which is right, is another 
thing than theſe men dream of; it is ſupernatural 
work carried on by the Holy Ghoft in the Heavr, 
where and when he pleaſeth; itis called a new crea- 
tion, Epb.2. 10. Is this ſupernatural, or is itnot? it's 
called a being born again, 1 Pet.1.2 3. Now, who is 
there which can contribute to his own Birth ? let's 
called a ReſurreQion, Rom.6.5.Rewv.20.6. And who 
is it that can contribute to his own ReſurreQion?all 
as able is a poor Sinner to convert himfelf from ſin 
to God, ar believe and obey the Goſpel,if Chriſt him- 
ſelf may be believed, Fob. 1 5.5 Without me ye can do 
nothing ; therefore ſee that this work be done upon 
your Souls, before you dye, or elſe your corporal 
death will lanch you inco an eternal dearh for ever. 
3- Rue. LAY in a:good ſtock of Prayer againſt a 
dying hour comes ; it is Pas/'s Exhortation, Lay up 
a good foundation for the time to come. Ob, let ic be 
your Prayer night and day to God, that he would 
prepare your Souls for Death. Undoubtedly thoſe 
who pray moſtly for this mercy in time of life, have 
moſtly the joyful comfort of it in an hour of death; 
they that live prayingly, will dye prayingly. | 
4- Rule. IF you would prepare for Death,make 
your ſelves as familiar with it, as you canin a time 
of Life;then will ic be the leſs dreadful ro you when 
It comes;it is in the caſe ofdeath,as it is with aLyon, 
death is called the King of terrors to men, as the 
Lyon is to the reſt of the Beaſts of the Foreſt, and 
lictle leſs a terror co men alſo. But if you rake a 
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. Lyon whenitis but a whelp,you may trainic up to 
ſo tame a rate, that you may lead it up and dowri 
by a Chain in your Hand, when otherswould crem- 
ble tolook on it; ſo if you would but niake Death ſo' 
- familiar with your thoughts, you might find it to 
ſmile upon you, when it looks-grim upon others. 
Laſt Uſe. MUST good men dye,as well as bad men? 


Yet here comes meat out of this cater, and honey + | 


out of this ſtrongone to a believer. Ob, what ſweet 
and pleaſarit thoughts ſhould every believer have 
of Death when they dye ; and never till they dye 
ſhall they be fully brought bome to God. Death ro 
the Saints,is the door by which they enter.into the 
enjoyment of God. The dying Chriſtian is almoſt , 
- at home, yet a few Pangs and Agonies more, and 
then he is come to God, in whoſe preſence is ful- 
neſs of Joy.. I deſire, ſaith Paul, to depart, and to be 
with Chriſt, which is far better, Phil. 1.2.3. It ſhould 
. Hot ſcare us to be brought to Death, che King of 
Terrors, fo long as it_is the office of. Death to 
bring us to God. That dreaming Opinion of the 
Souls leeping after Death, is as ungrounded, as 
\ it is ancomfortable z the ſame day we looſe from 1 
this ſhore, we ſhall be landed upon the blefſed 
ſhore, where we ſhall ſee and enjoy God for ever. 
Oh, if the Friends of deceaſed Believers, did but 
underſtand where ond with whom their Souls arey 
while they are mourning over their Bodies here, * 
certainly a few believing thoughts of this, would - 
quickly dry up their Tears. 

| SHALL conclude with that word, in P/al. 37.
